PARIS, June 9. )JP)- -Premier 
Mussolini of Italy and Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg of Austria vir¬

26 or 30, Genevieve Tabouis as¬ 
serted today in the newspaper 
L'Oeuvre. 

Prince Otto's restoration has re¬ 
ceived Nazi approval and some 
German ministers will be among 
the new monarch’s advisors, the 
foreign affairs commentator de¬ 
clared.

CONVENTION HALL, Cleve¬ 
land, June 9. UP )—In a perfunctory 
session which brought none of the 
party strife to the surface, the Re¬ 
publican convention opened today 
amidst a profusion of Landon sun¬ 
flowers. 

Committees on platform, and 
other questions were set up and 
the members called to meet in an 
endeavor to reconcile behind closed 
doors, if possible, the many dis¬ 
putes under way. 

Routine Over Quirk 

Under the forceful if diplomatic 
guiding gavel of Chairman Henry 
P Fletcher, the routine was dis¬ 
patched in less than an hour. 

Some of the delegates anti many 
of the holders of gallery tickets 
did not even show up. John M. 
Hamilton, manager for Gov. Alf 
M. Landon of Kansas, was at the 
center of an eager group right be¬ 
neath Fletcher’s nose during a 
laige part of the proceedings He 
said “all is well” and let it go at 
that. 

Borah Steers Clear 

Senator Borah of Idaho, who is 
not a delegate this year, remained 
away; but Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan—himself a possibility for 
the nomination in event of dead¬ 
lock-visited with party leaders on 
the platform. There were no 
demonstrations. 

Caucuses of some state delega¬ 
tions later in the day were con¬ 
sidered more important for the ul¬ 
timate outcome than the opening 
session itself, if decisions on whom 
to support were to be reached. It 
seemed likely, however, that sev¬ 
eral of the larger delegations 
would keep their own counsel to 
the last compared with the pell- 
mell rush which put Herbert 
Hoover across in 1928 long before 
balloting began. 

Recess Until Tonight 

Senator Frederick Steiwcr of 
Oiegon, for whom this is the first 
convention, was given an ovation 
when formally elected to the 
temporary chairmanship.

A county-wide strike of citrus 
field workers, tying up the entire 
Valencia industry, was threatened 
today by representatives of the 
Mexican pickers union, unless de¬ 
mands for radical wage increases 
are met by packers and ranchers 
by 2 p. m. tomorrow.

Plans for a county-wide, house- 
to-house canvass for signers on a 
petition asking that the local op¬ 
tion liquor measure be placed on 
the November ballot were formed 
yesterday afternoon by represent¬ 
atives of dry forces in Orange 
county, meeting in the Santa Ana 
First Methodist church. 

Lack of cooperation among 
Santa Ana ministers was charged 
during report of petition circula¬ 
tors, who have already secured 
several hundred signatures. 

Declaring that one minister, 
when asked to sign the petition, 
said, “I don’t want to have any¬ 
thing to do with it!" Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet R. Utt, president of the Tus- 
tin W. C. T, U., suggested that 
some means of "evangelizing all 
of Santa Ana's ministers” be 
found. 

To this remark, the Rev. Grover 
Ralston. Garden Grove, replied 
that it was no new thing for some* 
Santa Ana ministers to be urco¬ 
operative on this question, and ad¬ 
vised those present to work out 
their plans without depending 
solely upon ministers to promote 
the measure.

The Little Entente, parts of 
which once knew the rule of the 
Hapsburgh dual monarchy, has 
served repeated notice it will not 
stand for a Hapsburg restoration 
in Austria. 

A year ago Rumania's foreign 
minister, Nicolas Tituiescu, de¬ 
clared the armies of Rumania, 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia 
“would mobilize” if the dynasty 
were brought back. 

Last Sunday Little Entente rep¬ 
resentatives, meeting in Buchar¬ 
est, again warned Austria against 
both the Hapsburg monarchy and 
union with Germany. 

The cause of the 23-year-old 
Archduke Otto, h r apparent to 
the Austrian throne, was spurred 
.harply in the last v eek by re¬ 
ports growing out or a conference 
between Chancellor Schuschnigg 
and Premier Mussolini. 

It received further impetus 
when Otto, himself, issued a pub¬ 
lic appeal to his people to make 
him their ruler.

CLEVELAND, June 9. UP)-- A 
special committee of California's 
uninstructed delegation to the Re¬ 
publican national convention 
toured headquarter^ of the various 
presidential candidates today seek¬ 
ing information to help the dele¬ 
gates choose their man for the 
nomination. 

This “investigation" committee 
was created through action of the 
44-vote delegation last night. 

Despite reports of a split led by 
younger members of the all-fac¬ 
tions group, who were said to 
favor joining Landon, the delega¬ 
tion decided to defer a presidential 
preference poll until Wednesday 
morning at the earliest. At that 
time, the committee is to report 
back to a caucus of the delega¬ 
tion. 

Delegation Chairman Chester 
Rowell, Berkeley, editor of the 
San Francisco Chronicle and world 
affairs authority, assured the dele¬ 
gation any member could con¬ 
tribute to the inquiry. 

A motion to poll the delegation 
as to its presidential preferences 
was defeated. 

The delegation's platform com¬ 
mittee continued consideration to¬ 
day of various recommendations 
which Edward Shattuck, Los An¬ 
geles chairman, will submit to the 
national platform committee, of 
which he is the California mem¬ 
ber. One suggestion denounced 
committee investigations as "in¬ 
quisitions.”

California Delegation Reaches G.O.P. Convention 


Just a Form of Farewell 


"The day of the big fiatfoot 
with No. 12 shoes and a billy club 
is gone," Police Chief Floyd \V. 
Howard told Rotarians this noon 
at their weekly dinner meeting in 
the Green Cat cafe. 

"Police officers today have to 
become more highly trained and 
more efficient to combat organized 
crime, Chief Howard said. 

The chief described the organi¬ 
zation and methods used by his 
department and the number of 
cases handled. 

In the past year there have 
been 5193 calls and 5759 arrests, 
he said, with 3396 of the calls 
going out by radio. 

An average of less than three 
minutes to answer a call is the 
record of the department’s three 
radio cars. Chief Howard said. He 
traced work of the police matron, 
and concluded by saying a com¬ 
munity gets just the kind of po¬ 
lice protection it really demands.

Proposed Refinancing 
Would Cut Rate 
Of Interest 


In a session which lasted well 
after midnight, board of educa¬ 
tion members last night discussed 
ple.r.3 for reducing interest rates 
on reconstruction loans and heard 
reports on sale of recently-voted 
high school bonds. Final action 
on both were deferred until next 
week. 

Of $223,000 in bonds issued for 
construction of the new high 
school, $140,000 have been sold. 
Board members now must decide 
how many more must be sold, 
and how they are to be disposed 
of. Sale of the total issue will 
not be necessary, it was indi¬ 
cated. 

To Call Election 

A saving of 2 per cent— 
amounting to almost $125,000 in 
20 years—could be made by an¬ 
other suggested bond issue, for 
retiring $615,000 in loans for 
earthquake rehabilitation. Pres¬ 
ent interest rate on the loan is 
4.4 per cent; and a bond issue 
might save 2 per cent under that 
if the loan were to be paid off 
immediately, it was indicated.

"There’s plenty of fish in the streams this year. Water has been 
plentiful following heavy snows. This is going to delay the fly fishing 
season until about August 1, but in the meantime the bait dunkers 
should have an interesting time. Bait fishing is good. 

"The streams usually tiecome clear enough for fly fishing about 
July 4 but the season will be delayed about three weeks. 

“This year betwen 20.000.000 and 30,000,000 fish from three to 14 
Inches long will be placed in our streams. This is about an average 
annual 'crop' from our hatcheries."

First returns from the state 
wide post card poll being conduct¬ 
ed by the California Beaches as¬ 
sociation indicate that the associa¬ 
tion will actively head the fight 
this year to prevent oil well drill¬ 
ing on tidelands.

Huntington Beach and Orange 
county both are vitally interested 
in the outcome of the controversy, 
in view of royalties anticipated by 
the city, to be gained from ex¬ 
ploitation of the state pools, 
described as the richest yet to be 
opened. 

Further whipstock drilling into 
the ocean pools has been stopped 
pending a decision on the matter, 
which is expected to come before 
the state legislature again at its 
next session. 

The California Beaches associa¬ 
tion is expected to lobby strongly 
any measure which would permit 
erection of derricks on the beach 
proper.

San Juan Capistrano was Location of

Today’s article 
tells about the first walnut grove planted in Orange county.— 
Editor.) 


If Injured, Look

The first walnut orchard in 
Orange county was set out near 
San Juan Capistrano by J. R. 
Congdon about 1871 or 1872, 
according to his daughter, Mrs. 
Ella L. Wilkinson, of Newport 
Beach. Mrs. Wilkinson said she 
has always been considered the 
first American child to be born 
at San Juan Capistrano. She 
was born in 1870. 

The property which her father 
planted to walnut trees is on 
the west side of the valley, about 
one mile south of the mission. 
The grove consisted of 80 acres. 
The entire ranch spread over 
360 acres. Mrs. Wilkinson said 
her father planted seedling or¬ 
anges on the same ranch at 
about the same time. 

When Mrs. Wilkinson was 17 
years of age, her family moved 
to Santa Ana, where they lived 
at Pine and Cypress streets. The 
house is still there. She said 
her father planted the Indian 
cedar, magnolia and palm trees 
in front of the home. The fam¬ 


ily lived there until 1912. For 
the past 34 years Mrs. Wilkin¬ 
son has lived at Newport Beach. 

Mr. Congdon came to Califor- 
nit in 1849, settling first in Yuba 
county. He came to Southern 
California in 1868. Mrs. Wilkin¬ 
son said he rode over the San 
Bernardino mountains as a Pony 
Express messenger for several 
years.

BANKHEAD OF 
POLITICAL 
FAMILY 

New Speaker of House 
Nearly Became an 
Actor Years Ago 

WASHINGTON, June 9. <JP>— j 
William Brockman Bankhead, ele- | 
vated to the speakership of the 
house of representatives this week 
to succeed Joseph W. Byms, hails 
from the west Alabama "hill 
country.” 

Born April 12, 1874, near Mos- 
| cow, Ala., he was the second son 
of John Hollis Bankhead and Tal- 
| luiah Bankhead. His birthplace 
! was a farm to which his father 
j returned after service as captain j 
j under the Confederacy. 

"Will," as he is known by j 
! friends, went to the University I 
I of Alabama and played fullback 
on its first football team. He 
won the university medal for ora¬ 
tory. 

Father a Legislator 

His father was well along the 
legislative path which one day ' 
two of his sons were to follow. 

After finishing at Alabama. Will | 
joined the eider.—then a member 
of the national house—and en¬ 
tered Georgetown university here 
to study. He became class presi¬ 
dent. 

With a law degree and a lot of 
ambition, Bankhead set out for 
New York City to hang out his 
; shingle. He joined with Tam- j 
many Hall. 

Good looking and conceded to ! 
have unusual dramatic talent, he j 
all but scrapped his legal train¬ 
ing for the stage while in the big 
city. A theater manager offered 
him a job and he was about to 
take it, when his mother frowned, j 

It is said Bankhead vowed then 
that if any of his own children 
ever wanted to tread the boards, 
he would not oppose them. In 
later years his favorite actress 
was his daughter. Tallulah, a 
name passed down from the tragic j 
heroine of an Indian legend and 1 
l now known from Hollywood to 
i Broadway and London. 

He was married twice, his first 
wife having died. 

First Political Race 

In 1914 Bankhead entered the j 
congressional race against Wil¬ 
liam B. Oliver, the Alabaman who 
placed his name before the Demo- j 
cratic caucus of the seventy- j 
fourth congress for floor leader. 

"Buck," as Oliver is known to 
his friends, whipped Will. But

A G. 0. P. Miracle Man 


W ITHIN a few hours you will know if Governor Alf 
Landon of Kansas is really the miracle man of the 
Republican party—or just another out-slickered favorite 

eon. 

As the convention opens in Cleveland, it seems like 
Alf is holding his place in the miracle class. Until Hearst 
picked him up several months ago, he was a comparatively 
unknown midwestern governor. Today thousands of G. 
O. P. stalwarts all over the country look on him as the 
leader destined to bring them back to the White House 
and a place in the national treasury. 

Many of the Old Guard, however, are frankly dis¬ 
gruntled—Mr. Hoover and Sen. Borah among them. They 
have spent years and thousands for the cause—and they 
don’t like to see Landon pop up and cop the power and 
glory. Hence the “Stop Landon” movement which may 
knife the prairie state candidate. 

Indeed, there is no outstanding reason why the Re¬ 
publicans should nominate Landon—unless it is out of 
sheer hope. The Kansan has been so silent on major 
issues that the party hasn’t even been able to guess what 
he will do with the nomination in November. 

He has specifically dodged the constitutional issue, the 
money issue, the general monopoly, labor and price issue, 
and the power issue. 

He is without experience in national and foreign af¬ 
fairs. And he hasn't a good radio voice (Democrats 
please note). 

There are points in Landon’s favor, however. He bal¬ 
anced the budget in Kansas when many other states—in¬ 
cluding California—were plunging deeper into the red. 
He is unmarked by that violent reactionary attitude which 
characterizes many of the leading Republicans. And he 
does not seem to have provoked any bitter personal ene¬ 
mies in the brief period he has basked in the national 
spotlight. 

If Governor Landon is chosen as standard bearer we 
hope that he takes the country into his confidence on what 
he thinks about some of the major issues of the day— 
issues that have been brought squarely to the forefront 
by the policies of the Roosevelt administration. The voters 
are entitled to know. 


I hope that nei¬ 
ther major political party intro¬ 
duces their platform with "we 
point with pride.” We need a new 
phraseologist, and I'm rather of 
the opinion that the verbal tech¬ 
nique will be different this year.

LANDON-McKINLEY 

Some of those around the con¬ 
vention lobbies who are not so 
hopeful of defeating Roosevelt 
seem to think Landon is a fool 
to be pushed into the present race. 
They think he ought to save him¬ 
self for 1940. 

They recall the tepublican con¬ 
vention of 1892, held at Minne¬ 
apolis to renominate Harrison. 
This was done on the first ballot, 
but McKinley got 182 votes. At 
the end of the balloting Mark 
Hanna burst into McKinley's hotel 
room, exclaiming: 

"Well, William, that was what 
I call a damned tight squeak!" 

Hanna was afraid Cleveland 
would win, was grooming McKin¬ 
ley for four years later. And he 
was right. 

Landon, however, figures that 
opportunity knocks but once. 

* * * 

GO VERN OR- NO MIN EES 

If Governor Landon is nomin¬ 
ate he will be the eighth state 
executive since 1840 to be chosen 
as standard bearer of a major 
party while still serving as gov¬ 
ernor. 

The others were Tilden, Cleve¬ 
land, Wilson. Cox, Smith and F. 
D. Roosevelt, Democrats; and 
Hayes, Republican. Four of the 
seven—Cleveland, Wilson, Roose¬ 
velt and Hayes- were elected. 

In addition to these eight, other 
candidates had been governors 
prior to their presidential nomina¬ 
tion. They are W. H. Harrison, 
Van Buren, Polk, Seymour, Mc¬ 
Kinley, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Hughes, La Follette and Coolidge. 

If Landon is chosen it will be 
the third time that the Repub¬ 
licans have gone west of the 
Mississippi for their nominee. Fre¬ 
mont, the party's first candidate, 
was a resident of California when 
nominated in 1856. He was not, 
however, a native of the state. 
Hoover, also, was a California res¬ 
ident when nominated in 1928, 
but was bom in Iowa.

Safer and Saner 

R UMORS of a strike among citrus pickers rumble in 
from Orange county’s productive groves, and Sheriff 
Jackson sends armed guards into the area, declaring that 
professional labor agitators are to blame. 

Regardless of the source of the threatened strike, both 
sides should bear this tested formula in mind: The time 
to settle a strike is before it starts. Too often strikes are 
permitted to drag along with both workers and employers 
refusing to talk over differences. And arbitration, is not 
effected until both groups have lost thousands of dollars. 

The safe and sane way out of a jam like this calls for 
a brass tacks meeting of the real leaders of both groups—- 
with professional agitators and strike breakers barred. 
Then there’s a chance to talk over mutual problems and 
to do the fair thing by all concerned. 


Money has a way of piling up 
here and then flowing away to 
another heap. Great fortunes of¬ 
ten are not accumulations of new 
wealth. They are merely scraped 
together by pyramid builders and 
marble carvers, serving as trans¬ 
ient monuments, for Arabs and 
Turks and industrial pirates and 
political strategists to cart away 
to their own particular piles. 


American millionaiies, turning 
to art, are stripping the galler¬ 
ies of Europe to adorn their own 
museums. Totem poles of Alas¬ 
kan tribes, grotesque and filled 
with graven symbols, ate torn 
from their natural setting to stand 
stiff and ugly in foreign cities, 
the jest of unthinking crowds. 
Rhine castles and Siamese pago¬ 
das eje snatched from their bases, 
to sit squat and vacant on some 
American hill. Monuments of a 
people's faith and progress fall 
before the destroyer that other 
people and distant climes may 
flaunt their conquests.
